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Council Considers Budget 
For Police and Recreation

City council review of the police and recreation department 
1974-75 budgets last week revealed little opportunity for expen¬ 
diture cuts. The taxpayer, however, did receive some good news 
when it was revealed that county executive William Gullett has 
had a change of heart and decided against cutting back the county 
tax rebate to municipalities. 


GREENBRIAR PLODS ON THROUGH

This means that Greenbelt will 
continue to receive, if county 
council concurs, $32,000 instead of 
the $18,200 that the earlier adjust¬ 
ed rebate formula would have al¬ 
lowed. The city is also optimistic 
that the admissions tax will yield 
a higher amount than originally 
estimated when the budget was 
prepared. 

This new®, plus the State’s de¬ 
cision to fund a greater portion of 
Greenbelt CARES, would drop 5 
cents off the 32 cents tax rate in¬ 
crease projected by city manager 
James K. Giese when he submit¬ 
ted the budget 

The decision on Greenbriar go ¬ 
ing condominium will eventually 
have a favorable impact on city 
revenue estimates, but the impact 
is expected to be minimal in 1974- 
75, since only units that are sub¬ 
stantially completed and have se¬ 
wage facilities will come on the 
assessment rolls. 

Police Budget 

The 1974-75 police budget calls 
for no increase in the 18-member 
police force. However, in the com¬ 
ing year, the city will be funding 
the salary of one officer ($10,000) 
who previously was being funded 
by Federal funds through the Pub¬ 
lic Employment Program (PEP). 
This program was set up by Cong¬ 
ress to provide funds under the 
Emergency Employment Act for 
unemployed persons, mainly vet¬ 
erans. The program is now being 
phased out 

Largely because of rising gaso¬ 
line prices f non-salaried costs are 
expected to rise by some $6,000. 
The only new capital expenditure 
item in the budget is $500 for a 
safe for the storage of evidence. 
As lias been the practice in re¬ 
cent years, two squad cars will 
be replaced. 

In reply to an observation that 
there was no turnover in the po¬ 
lice ranks last year, chief William 
Lane said that he thought the of¬ 
ficers were pretty satisfied with 
working conditions. He urged that 
the council continue its policy of 
keeping Greenbelt salary levels 
competitive with those paid by 
other jurisdictions. Giese has re¬ 
quested a 10 percent across-the- 
board salary increase for all city 
employees. 

The other concern of chief Lane 
was the cramped police offices in 
the Municipal Building. He noted, 
for example, that presently there 
was not sufficient room to conduct 
private interrogations. He hoped 
that the council’s desire to give 
priority to land acquisition would 
not set back the plans for the con¬ 
struction of the Municipal Build¬ 
ing addition. 

Recreation Budget 

The recreation budget is another 
“hold-the-line” budget. Excluding 
the swimming pool and other self- 
supporting recreation activities, 
which do not affect the city tax 
rate, the total 1974-75 budget for 
recreation will be $205,600, about 
$1,000 less than the amount appro¬ 
priated for 1973-74. (These figures 
exclude the proposed 10 percent in¬ 
crease in city salaries.) 

The major reason, for the, recre¬ 
ation budget keeping within these 
bounds despite inflationary factors 
is the almost complete elimination 
of capital outlays. In the past year, 
$15,400 was expended for instal¬ 


ling new ceiling and lights at the 
Youth Center and $1,900 for pav¬ 
ing the driveway into the Ridge 
Road Center. The budget includes 
no such expenditures for the 1974- 
75 year. In addition, parks and 
playgrounds spent some $8,200 for 
such equipment as dump truck, 
trailer spray unit, and cultivating 
aerifier last year which will not 
be spent in the coming year. 

The recreation budget includes 
$8,675 for contributions to recrea¬ 
tion organizations in the city, com¬ 
pared with $6,700 approved the 
year before. These organizations 
include Little League, Boys and 
Girls Club, Aquatic Boosters, Ten¬ 
nis Association, Greenbelt Band, 
joggers, etc. 

In addition, the city proposes to 
allow $2,000 for fireworks, $4,100 
for program leaders, and $4,000 in 
public works labor and materials 
for Labor Day Festival. 

In a report submitted to coun¬ 
cil, the city’s Park and Recrea¬ 
tion Advisory Board supported the 
10 percent salary increase for rec¬ 
reation employees. It also recom¬ 
mended that the budget requests 
of the recreation organizations bb 
approved, except that the city pro¬ 
vide funds to make up the deficit 
in the Springhill Lake baseball 
budget from the previous year. 

Council scheduled meetings on 
Monday, May 13 for consideration 
of the Administrative, Finance, 
and miscellaneous city budgets 
and on Tuesday, May 21, for 
consideration of the revenue side 
of the budget 

Differences Aired By 
City-County Firemen 

The rivalry between the paid and 
volunteer firemen in Prince Georges 
county spilled over into Greenbelt 
last week, according to an accoun¬ 
ting received by city council at 
Monday’s meeting. A dispute as to 
the chain of command apparently, 
led the county fire department to 
withdraw the paid firemen from 
the Greenbelt fire station on Fri 
day, May 3, 

According to Greenbelt Volun¬ 
teer Fire Department Chief Mich¬ 
ael Dutton, State Law 3218 pro¬ 
vides that paid firemen will take 
directions from the local fire chief. 
Chief Dutton said that this was the 
pattern followed until former chief 
John Crisman retired last month. 
Now, the county fire department 
is apparently adhering to its inter¬ 
pretation of county charter under 
which the paid firemen take orders 
from their battalion chief. Dutton 
thought this county action was in¬ 
tended as a test of the fortitude of 
the new Greenbelt officers. 

This issue is not new in the 
county aiid has gone to the courts. 
In the meantime, a Greenbelt truce 
of some sort has been arranged 
whereby two paid firemen are back 
at the sation while the parties a- 
gree to meet to iron out differen¬ 
ces, 

The city council expressed con¬ 
cern that the county action threa¬ 
tens the stability of the fire de¬ 
partment and noted that the city 
of Greenbelt has been very satis¬ 
fied with the services provided by 
its present volunteer force. A let¬ 
ter to this effect will be sent to 
appropriate county officials.

Greenbriar and condominiums 
continued to occupy the attention 
of the city council at its Monday 
night regular meeting. As the re¬ 
sult of some frank interchange 
of information with the Greenbriar 
developer Alan Kay, the. council 
decided to make two recommends 
tions to the county council with 
respect to the developer’s decision 
to develop the Greenbriar apart¬ 
ment complex as condominium 
sales rather than rentals. The 
county council had decided at its 
April 23 meeting to hold off action 
on this matter until it had heard 
from the city. 

The first recommendation was 
to request the county council to 
revise the conditions of the special 
exception so that they would be 
applicable to condominium apart¬ 
ments at Greenbriar. The special 
exception approved in October 1971 
permitted the developer to con¬ 
struct more 2- and 3-bedroom 
apartment units and fewer 1- 
bedroom units than permitted by 
the R-30 zoning code, provided cer¬ 
tain conditions were adhered to 
that would restrict the population 
density of the project. 

The city was concerned that these 
conditions, which included limita¬ 
tions on the number of children 
or persons allowed to occupy the 
units, would no longer be applica¬ 
ble under condominium. Kay told 
council that the conditions of the 
special exception would be incor¬ 
porated into the regulations of the 
condominium association and, 
therefore, the special exception 
would not be circumvented. How¬ 
ever, to tie down the matter, the 
city council voted to recommend 
to the county council that the ap¬ 
propriate legal steps be taken to 
guarantee this. Kay said he had 
no 1 objection. 

The second recommendation was 
to request the county council to in¬ 
vestigate the legal implications and 
potential legal problems, especially 
with respect to the green space 
requirements, that might result 
from the developer retaining own¬ 
ership of the recreation complex 
and leasing it to the condominium 
association over a long-time period 
with an option to buy, rather than 
selling it to the association as part 
of the common area. Kay said he 
had no objection to this also. 

Questionable Advertising 

In this connection, council mem¬ 
bers expressed concern over the 
Greenbriar advertising that had ap¬ 
peared in the metropolitan press 
which asked if potential buyers 
would like to own a “country-club” 
recreation center. Kay admitted 
that the advertising was some¬ 
what exuberant but now has been 
changed by substituting the word 
“have” for "own”. 

Later in the meeting council di¬ 
rected city manager James K. 
Giese to write to the county coun¬ 
cil, Office of Law, and Office of 
Consumer Protection expressing 
its concern over whether potential 
Greenbriar buyers were receiving 
adequate disclosure of information 
before purchase. Reference was 
made to recently enacted State 
legislation (SB 714) which con¬ 
tains provisions for disclosure to 
potential purchases of a variety 
of information relating to the sale 
and operation *of condominiums, 
among other matters.

Late last Friday afternoon, the 
county Department of Licenses 
and Permits ( DLP) granted a 
temporary use and occupancy per¬ 
mit for the operation of the Green¬ 
briar community building as a 
temporary sales office and con¬ 
tractor’s office for the 1193-unit 
condominium apartment develop¬ 
ment. This action came after Cir¬ 
cuit Court Judge Ernest Loveless 
handed down a decree clearing the 
way for the permit's issuance. 

Prior to the court hearing, DLP 
withheld the permit mainly be¬ 
cause the Health Department re¬ 
fused to grant approval until the 
sewage treatment plant, which will 
serve the project, was in operation. 
The Health Department did not 
look with favor on the use of sani- 
cans (Fort-a-Johns) as a tempor¬ 
ary use. Representatives of Green¬ 
briar Associates pointed to the 
county use of such sanitary facili¬ 
ties, and said that sani-cans did 
not pose a danger to the public 
health and safety. 

Judge Loveless’ order paved the 
way for the use of sani-cans with 
the following conditions: (1) In¬ 
dividually wrapped pre-moistened 
towels and sufficient toilet paper 
must be supplied within each sani- 
can f (2) Sani-cans must be scav¬ 
enged by a licensed scavenger at 
least once daily or when full, 
cleaned each time they are scav¬ 
enged, and maintained in good 
operating condition, (3) Four ,«ani- 
cans must be operated at all times, 
with at least two marked for men 
and two for women. In addition, 
the judge declared that the Health 
Department has the right to in¬ 
spect the facilities at all times. 

Still unsettled, according to DLP. 
is the disposition of citations a- 
gainst Greenbriar Associates for 
a preview showing of the model 
apartments in the community 
building for local, county and state 
V.I.P.’s on April 24. At that time, 
approval of the use and occupancy 
permit had not been given by the 
county electrical, fire and health 
departments. On April 26, all ap¬ 
provals had been received, except 
from the Health Department. DLP 
continued to serve violation notices 
for each day that the community 
building was in operation. The 
county office of law has the matter 
under review. 

Register for Kindergarten 

Parents may register their chil ¬ 
dren for kindergarten for next 
Sept, on Friday, May 17 or May 
24. Children who will be five years 
of age on or before Jan. 1, 1975, 
may be registered at the elemen¬ 
tary school they will attend. Par¬ 
ents should bring their child’s 
birth certificate and record of im¬ 
munization. 

The Maryland State Department 
of Health and Mental Hygiene re¬ 
quires that children receive oer 
tain immunizations before enter¬ 
ing elementary school. The im¬ 
munizations include: Diphtheria, 
Pertusis, Tetanus, Polio, Ruebella, 
(German Measles, 3-day), and Ru¬ 
beola (10-day). 

The P.G.C. Health Department 
offers free immunization at neigh- ' 
borhood health centers on a walk- 
in basis, from 8:30 a.m. to noon; 
and 1-3 p.m. Mon. through Fri. 
every week at John Carroll Health 
Center, Nalley Terr., Landover, 
(773-0711). and Paint Branch 
Health Center, 5101 Pierce Ave.. 
College Park (345-2050). For school 
boundary information call 627-' 1 *00.

He served for two years chair 
man of the Committee on Ethics 
and Professional Practice of the 
Maryland Psychological Associa 
tion, and is now President Elect 
of that organization. This shows 
the high regard in which he is 
held by his peers.

The title 
now seems to be “Greenbelt’s 
Youth Services Bureau”, indicat¬ 
ing, erroneously, that this is a 
municipal organization operated by 
the city. At this rate, will it be¬ 
come the Social Services Dept., 
similar to the Public Works, Rec¬ 
reation, etc.? 

It appears that the individuals 
who benefit the most from this 
* organization are the* consultants, 
researchers and supervisory per¬ 
sonnel. That is obviously the rea 
son the Governors Commission 
was reluctant to provide funding. 

Considering the fact that less 
than 100 people are receiving 
these so called services, and some 
of them are non-residents, how 
can the manager recommend and 
the council approve such a waste 
of our limited tax funds? Bear 
in mind that the Federal and State 
funds doled out also are coming 
out of our pockets in the form of 
income and state/county taxes on 
property. 

I strongly suggest that the 
Greenbelt CARES cut down on 
the number of “consultants and 
researchers” they employ and that 
the city not approve any funds for 
that organization. After all, $75,932 
seems more than sufficient for an 
experiment in “Behaviour Modifi¬ 
cation” a technique of dubious 
value. For those who support this 
experiment I suggest that they 
donate from their private funds 
and use tax monies for items and 
programs which benefit a majority 
of those paying the municipal bills.

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City Council Acts on Several 
Zoning Requests, Surplus Land

Besides Greenbriar, city council took up several other zoning 
matters at its Monday, May 6 meeting. 


Summarizes Voting Rights | 


Springhill Lake 

The council recommended to the 
Maryland National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission ap¬ 
proval of a preliminary plan of 
subdivision for the 46-acre com¬ 
mercial property in the Spring- 
hill Lake North tract, provided 
certain changes were made. One 
of thetse was a provision for an 
80-foot right-of-way for the road 
entering into the tract off Ken¬ 
ilworth Ave. The proposed right- 
of-way narrows to less than 80 
feet at the Kenilworth Ave. in¬ 
tersection. 

The problem is that a 80-foot 
right of way would either have to 
cut into city cemetery property or 
into the acre zoned for a gas sta¬ 
tion. The city cemetery property 
is governed by a deed from the 
Federal government which pro¬ 
hibits its use for any purpose oth¬ 
er than a cemetery. Springhill 
Lake representative Harold Kra¬ 
mer thought something could be 
worked out such as a transfer of 
property. 

Another change requested by 
council was provision for a right- 
of-way along the western edge of 
the parcel. This location would be 
a section of the perimeter road 
connecting the north and south 
parts of Springhill Lake, Council 
also asked that no construction 
take place until adequate public 
sewage is available. Kramer said 
that current thinking calls for 
construction of a motel and office 
buildings on the site, when the 
sewer moratorium is lifted. 

The council recommended ap¬ 
proval of the preliminary plan for 
the Springhill Lake industrial pro¬ 
perty, again with the provision 
that no construction take place un¬ 
til adequate public sewage is avail¬ 
able. 

The council recommended appro¬ 
val of a parking waiver for 23 
spaces at the recently completed 
Springhill Lake office building at 
the corner of Edmonston Road and 
Springhill Drive. The zoning code 
requires this additional parking 
when space is being leased to med¬ 
ical practitioners. Giese noted that 
although the building is four-fifths 
occupied, less than half the pre¬ 
sent parking space is being used. 

Mobil Oil Station 

The council recommended ap¬ 
proval of a zoning map amend¬ 
ment for the Mobil gas station at 
Crescent Road and Center Way 
which would change the existing 
C-2 and RR zoning classifications 
for the property to the C-G zone. 
The rezoning is needed to permit 
construction of the new station. 

The council, however, attached 
conditions: that sidewalks be pro¬ 
vided along the front and rear 
of the property, that adequate pe ¬ 
destrian access be provided to the 
existing underpass, that the light¬ 
ing for the station be designed so 
as to guard against reflection into 
residential areas, that adequate 
landscaping be provided, that mea¬ 
sures be taken to guard against 
oil spills into the storm sewer sys¬ 
tem, and that site plan be adapted 
to differences in grades. 

Shell Station 

Council also recommended ap¬ 
proval of a special exception for 
the Greenbelt Road Shell to build 
a storage room at the rear of the 
existing station as well as one 
additional service bay for automo¬ 
bile repairs provided that the con¬ 
struction plans do not interfere 
with the State's plans to recon¬ 
struct Greenbelt Road-Kenilworth 
Ave. intersection. 

Land Acquisition 

Council acted on reports receiv¬ 
ed from the Advisory Planning 
Board and the Park and Recrea¬ 
tion Advisory Board regarding V 
surplus acres of the Agricultural 
Research Center in the vicinitv of 
the Capital Beltway and the Bal¬ 
timore and Ohio Railroad. PRAB 
recommended that the city ac¬ 
quire all 11 acres — 2 east of the 
railroad tracks and 9 west — for 
recreation and parks purposes, 


r 


with the area to be kept in a na¬ 
tural state with no expenditure of 
funds. 

The APB agreed with the ac¬ 
quisition of the 2 acres, which, 
while outside the city boundaries, 
has only access through the city 
of Greenbelt. The nine acres on 
the western side of the railroad 
tracks however; is only accessible 
through the city of College Park 
and both College Park and the 
MNCPPC have expressed interest 
in the land. 

The council decided to pursue 
the acquisition of just the 2 acres 
for use as a wooded buffer strip, 
because of its access from the 
city, its proximity to the city, and 
the ability of the city to more eas¬ 
ily perform maintenance upon the 
land. The 2 acres is a long wedge 
largely covered with a growth of 
young trees, adjacent to the Spring¬ 
hill Lake industrial tract 

Giese noted that the land on 
the west side of the railroad tracks 
is much better suited for a variety 
of usages. It is adjacent to a 
school and serves as a buffer be¬ 
tween the school and the Beltway. 
He thought it logical that College 
Park or MNCPPC acquire that 
land for park and recreational use. 

Other Business 

Council decided to take alter¬ 
nate bids on the flooring for the 
Springhill Lake Recreation Cent¬ 
er. The issue was the extra cost 
and advantages of the Granwood 
floor for the gym as against the 
lower cost and disadvantages of 
the Polyflec seamless floor, PRAB 
had recommended hardwood floor 

— of which Granwood is a form 

— because of safety factors. The 
architects estimate that' the Gran¬ 
wood floor would cost almost twice 
as much as the Polyflec floor. 

The council approved $1,900 for 
fireworks, expressed support for 
COG’s water emergency plan, and 
approved repositioning of Berwyn 
B&O railroad station so that it 
would be within 200 feet of the 
south side of Greenbelt Road. The 
Maryland Department of Trans¬ 
portation railroad commuter plan 
calls for a 100-space parking lot 
surrounded by a 4-foot high fence 
(chain link) and lights at the Ber¬ 
wyn station. 

Mayor Richard Pilski presented 
to Boy Scout Troop #1746 a city 
flag that has flown over the Mu¬ 
nicipal Building, exhorting the 
boys to “carry it proudly.” A char 
ter amendment was introduced for 
first reading which would bring 
up-to-date city purchasing pro¬ 
cedures. 


The Greenbelt Homes, Inc. Nom¬ 
inations and Elections Committee 
has summarized the voting rights 
of members in the upcoming elec¬ 
tion on May 23 at the Annual Meet¬ 
ing and on May 24 from 7 a.m.

2. Where the Mutual Owner¬ 
ship Contract is held by another 
or others on behalf of a person or 
family living in a Corporation 
dwelling unit, the contracting per¬ 
son or persons shall designate In 
the business office of the Corpora¬ 
tion the person or persons on be¬ 
half the contract^ is entered into, 
and such person or persons shall 
be entitled to vote. 

3. Where a religious or other 
institution owns a Right of Per¬ 
petual Use, the institution shall 
determine who shall be entitled to 
cast the vote and the person so 
designated shall be entitled to vote 
if notice of such designation shall 
have been given to the secretary 
or to the business office of the 
Corporation. 

4. A member may vote by proxy 
at the membership meeting only if 
the secretary or the business of¬ 
fice of the Corporation has re¬ 
ceived from the member an offic¬ 
ial proxy form at least five days 
in advance of the meeting. The of¬ 
ficial proxy form may be obtained 
only by a member submitting a 
written request over his/her sig¬ 
nature to the secretary or the 
business office of the Corporation. 
The form will be sent to the mem¬ 
ber by mail unless requested in 
person by the member. No mem¬ 
ber shall vote more than one 
proxy. 

5. Only one vote per household 
is permitted. In the case of joint 
members, at the membership 
meeting the voting card shall be 
issued to the joint member who 
first requests it The Nomination 
and Elections Committee will re¬ 
quest the member’s full signature 
at the time of registration.

Clarification Sought On 
Greenbriar Sewage 

The county executive office has 
indicated a need for some clarifi¬ 
cation of the Draft Environmen¬ 
tal Impact Statement (EIS) pre¬ 
pared by the Goddard Space Flight 
Center of NASA regarding the ap¬ 
proval of an easement for dis¬ 
charge of effluent from the tem¬ 
porary sewage treatment plant for 
the Greenbriar development. 

The county saw a variance be¬ 
tween the conclusion of the State 
Department of Health and Mental 
Hygiene (SDHMH) and the con¬ 
sultant to NASA, R. J. Schoen- 
berger, relative to the condition 
of the receiving stream for the 
effluent. The county had specified 
in its Ten-year Water and Sewer 
Plan that the effluent be enclosed 
in a pipe to a point in the stream 
where there is a continuous year- 
round flow of water. 

The county executive office, 
through its planning officer Ed¬ 
ward W. Chen, noted that SDH¬ 
MH had accepted the Water Re¬ 
sources Administration determin¬ 
ation that the subject stream at 
the point of discharge was not an 
intermittent stream and that the 
water quality standards of the 
State would not be violated by the 
sewage discharge. 

The consultant to NASA, on the 
other hand, stated that It was 
doubtful that the stream at the 
point of confluence could meet 
Maryland’s definition of a peren¬ 
nial stream. 

The county thus asked that the 
matter be clarified prior to final 
approval of the Draft EIS. 

In addition, the county expres¬ 
sed concern over the relative ab¬ 
sence of a definitive statement re¬ 
garding monthly sampling of the 
plant’s effluent for virus. The coun¬ 
ty urged that the EIS should clear¬ 
ly indicate that this condition will 
be met. , 

The latest word from the Water 
Resources Administration is that 
the agency is standing by its or¬ 
iginal finding that the stream is 
free-flowing and perennial. 

As for virus testing, Richard 
Schifter, speaking on behalf of the 
Greenbriar developer, told the 
News Review last week that the 
developer will follow the wishes 
of the county and the city of 
Greenbelt and institute virus test¬ 
ing. This is being done despite the 
fact that WRA feels that such 
tests have not been perfected and 
do not provide timely results. W- 
RA’s position is that there are 
other built-in tests that can be 
used as detectors. ^
